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REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 15, 1895. 


In presenting the annual school report we would say that 
schools have been maintained as in former years with one or 
two exceptions. 

The total number of scholars reported by the selectmen as 
required by law, between the ages of five and fifteen, was 91, 
46 boys and 45 girls. The total number attending school, 
Tie 

The total number of weeks of school was i59, divided as 
follows: 

Division 1, 17 weeks. The scholars in this division were 
also given the ‘privilege of attending a ten weeks term in 
Alstead. 

Division 3, Spring and fall terms of to weeks each. 

Division 4, Spring and tall terms of 10 weeks each in the 
primary. 

Division 4, High school, spring term 8 weeks; fall term to 
weeks; winter term 6 weeks. 

Division 5, Spring and fail terms of 10 weeks each.

Division 7, Spring term, 9 weeks; fall term, 11 weeks; win- 
ter term, 8 weeks. 

Division 8, Spring term, 1o weeks. 
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A term of ten weeks was held in division 8 inthe Spring, 


with only four scholars registered, and deeming it unprofita- 


ble to both the district and the pupils to run a school with so 


few scholars, we joined Div. 8 and Div. 1 tegether for the fall ~ 


term, hiring the scholars conveyed to school house in Divis- 
ion 1, which made a_ school of 14 scholars. Vhe school was 
placed in charge of an experienced teacher where good work 
was accomplished. 


. 


We do not think that itis for the best interest of districts 
to maintain schools with so few scholars, as there are not 
enough in numbers to interest the scholars or teacher either. 


In Division 4 we decided to close the primary school, 
winter term, and place the older scholars in the intermediate 
erade, which was a change from last year. 

’The rest of the schools were carried on as has been the 
custom in the past. 


We think the work done in the schools for the year wiil 
compare favorably with former years, with three exceptions, 
where we are sorry to say, the schools were not as good as 
they should have been... We employed a teacher for Div. 7 
who came to us highly reccmmended by a principal of a High 
school under whose instructions she had studied. We placed 
her in charge of the school and soon found she was incompe- 
tent to keep order, and atter three weeks we made a change 
in teachers which has proven quite satisfactory. 


The fall term of the High school was not as successful as it 
_should have been, and we consider it the fault of the scholars 
to a greater extent than of ihe teacher. 


When young men and wcmen so far forget themselves, as 
to act otherwise than as gentlemen and ladies, they must suf- 
fer the consequences of their folly. 


In consequence of poor discipline in the fall term we hired 
a young man for the winter term who came to us well recom- 
mended, and we gave him to understand that we should ex- 
pect him to keep order; he totaily failing in this, we closed 
the school in six weeks. | 
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The most difficult work for Boards of Education in small 
towns to accomplish is to procure teachers for our higher 
schools; there are plenty to select from, but it is hard to get 
the right one. , 

Too many people are too willing to write recommendations 

at the request of some young friend before such an one has 
been proved worthy of recommendation. It seems as if some 
agency might be established through the state Board of Edu- 
cation where suitable teachers might be procured for our 
higher schools that would prove more satisfactory to all 
concerned. 
There is one thing that gives us satisfaction; that is the 
increased number of children whose names are on the Roll of 
Honor, and we hope that in this matter parents will take an . 
interest and try and keep the list growing. 

In regard to schoolhouses we would say that the house in 
Division 7 has been thoroughly renovated, and ‘reseated with 
modern seats the same as those in Division 4, the total 
expenses being about $80. 

We raised $75 for repairs last year and we think it would 
be advisable to raise the same amount this year, and to reseat 
and renovate the inside of schoolhouse in Division 5, which 
is in very bad condition. 

We feel that it is for the best interest of districts to keep 
the schoolrooms in better repair than has been done in the 
past. We feel confident that you will agree with your com- 
mittee in this matter and vote to raise the amount called for.
